Needed Now 
At The Hospital 


In the. Everglades Memorial 
Hospital in Pahokee, there is sel- 
dom a day goes by that blood is 
not administered to one or, more 
patients. Biood is. lost in many 
ways, and in most cases must be 
replaced. In surgery, blood is often 
a necessity to insure the patient 
against the unexpected. After seri- 
ous accidents the administration of 
blood often. means the. difference 
between life and death. 

And where: does all. this life- 
saving blood come from? It comes 
from donors, people who have the 
same type ' blood as the. patient, 
and it is usually donated. 

According to George Dixon, 
chief technician at Everglades 
Memorial Hospital, finding donors 
with the type blood needed is a 
never-ending problem in this com- 
munity: Many of the people typed 
in years past have moved away; 
some are still here but have given 
their limits; and others are not 
physieally able to give blood any 
more. i

p.m. and 9 p.m. to type your blood 
any: day of the week, Monday 
through Saturday, during these 
two weeks. You could be the first 
one to need blood. Then, too, you 
will be given a card showing your 
blood type, and in case of severe 
injury this knowledge available to 
the doctor immediately could save 
your life.
